PARIS, July 17.-The reduction of the German indemnity to fifty billion gold marks from the 
present total of 182. billion, and the cancellation of the French debt to Great Britain is the basis of a 
solution of the reparations question now French and British officials 
Although the scheme has not yet officially reached the reparations committee, members of the Jatter 
have discussed ‘the details, It is expected the proposed plan will be one of the chief subjects of dia 
cussion in the forthcoming meeting of Premiers Poineare and Lloyd George ; 

The suggested solution has the hearty support of British officials, who have been urging its ae 
ceptance upon the French officials, it is announeed. The latter, it is stated looking with 
more and more favor upon the plan, provided it carries with it a clean-cut pledge of aasistanee in time

Enabling Legislation 


OTTAWA, July 17 — (Canadian 
Press)—The federal legislation under 


which the Alberta and Saskatchewan 


|fovernments propose to act, Is of. an! 
|enabling character. 


The law officers 
of the crown held that the dominion 
parliament had not authority in time 
of ‘peace to set up a board with 
compulsory powers to control the 
wheat trade, such powers belonging 
to the provinces under the British 
North America act. 

Consequently parliament passed an 
act to establish a board with power 
to handle wheat voluntarily consign- 
ed to it. and gave that board power 
to accept authority for compulsory 
control which might be given to it by 
® province, The federal act, it was 
provided should not come into force 
until two or more provinces had en- 
acted legislation which jn the opinion 
of the federal government, would 
provide for a comprehensive and ef- 
fective control of the trade in wheat, 
such as was \possessed by the Cana- 
dian wheat board under the war or- 
ders in council of 1919. 

The sessions of the Saskatchewan 
and Alberta legislatures now sum- 
moned are for the purpose of pass- 
ing the legislation necessary for this 
purpose. 

No Financlal Rerponsibility 

The act of the dominion parliament 
provides that no financial respons!- 
‘bility shall rest on the dominion in 
regard to the operation of the board 
The dominion expressly repudiates 
liability for contracts made by the 
board or for deficits that may be in- 
curred by it.. AM salaries are to be 
vald out of the receipts of the board. 
‘The board has power*+to make ad- 
vances to the farmer for his wheat, 
and before the final price is paid all 
expenses of the operation of the 
board are to be met out of the re- 
celpts from the sale of wheat. It !s 
provided that any deficits that may 
accrue are to be divided among “The

There have been changes n golf 
clubs in every decade since the game

to sult the ball. It wae long and thin! 
with plenty of space on the face of 
the club, The shaft wea short,

use these clubs wae considered a 
freak indeed The hard gutta ball 
wore out the fave of the club rapidly.
